SATURDAY, JULY 18TH. 

Taz Gesman reply to the french Note on the Security Pact 
received the final assent of the German Cabinet, and was sent 
to Paris by special courier. 

Two French posts were lost in the centre of the Moroccan 
front, whore Abd-el-Krim is making his drive towards Fez. Pending 
the arrival of reinforcements, the situation along the whole 
French front is very difficult. 

The signing of the Italo-Yugoslav Convention (which deals, 
among other things, with the transfer of Fiume) was postponed. 

The secret headquarters of the Third (Comnunist) International 
in Vienna is reported to have moved to Athens. 


MONDAY, JULY 20TH. 
The German reply to the French Note on the Security Pact was 


handed to i. Briand by the German Ambassador in Paris, Herr von 
Hoesch. 

The Allied Governments decided on the evacuation of Dusseldorf, 
Duisburg and Ruhrort, on the right bank of the Rhine. Operetions 
are to commence shortly. 

French reinforcements arrived in Morocco, and the situation 
was reported to have improved. Abd-el-Krim's attermpt to cut 
communications between Fez and Wergha is now unlikely to succeed. 

French Treasury experts are expected in London shortly in 
order to take up debt negotiations with the British Treasury. 

Me. Caillaux himself is expected at a later date. 

River steamers bringing foroigners from Szechuan wore fired 

upon by Chinese troops. In Shanghai the strike is collapsing. 





TUESDAY, cULY 2157. 

The text of the German reply to the Fronch Note on the pro- 
posed Security Pact was published. A cautious aititude was 
adopted by the French press towards its terms, which in berlin 


were accented as satisfactory. 
The situation in Hong-kong continued to improve. Cnang

The Portuguese Cabinet resigned in order to avoid a critical 
parliamentary situation. A revolt which broke out on the 19th 
July was successfully repressed. 
The Commission of four members appointed by the Lea.ue of 
Nations to define the boundaries of the Port of Danzig arrived in 


Danzig. 
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WEDNSSDAY, JULY 22ND. 

The Gelman Nute on the Pact was received by the Paris pess 
with criticism, though not essentially of a destructive nature. 
Vany of the objections raised in the Note are held to be bargain- 
ing points or ror home conswaption rather than fundauental nrinc- 
iples. 

Herr Stresemann's defence of the Pact in the Reichstag waa 
received without serious challenge from any quarter. 

At a ministerial conference in Paris, the question of French 
debts was discussed, Me Franklin-Rovillon may head the ifission 
to Washington, while the London negotietions will be in the 
hands of M. VPleurian. Mie Caillavux will visit both capitals in 
the course of the discussion. 

A treaty dealing with Commerce and Jurisdiction was concluded 
between Great Britain and Siam. . 

The International Chamber of Comnerce admitted Germany to 
membership. ; 





THURSDAY, JULY 23RD. 

The Frencn press consider that Germany has opened a "peace 
offensive" for the revision of the Treaty of Versailles.

FRIDAY, JULY 247TH.

The evacuation of Dusseldorf, Duisburg and Ruhrort is expected 
to take place shortly. 

Ratifications of the Nine Power Treaty relating to Ciiina 
were formally exchanged at Washington. Mr. H.G. Chiiton, Coun- 
sellor at the Embasay, signed for Great Britain. Ot the two 
Treaties signed, the first covers the principles of the policies 
to be followed, and inclydes a general agreement on the territorial 
integrity and open door policy in China. The second provides 
for a revision of the Chinese Customs. 

Rifi pressure increased on the Moroccan front, and their 
forces penetrated the French line at soveral points. At a 
meeting held at Ajdir, the Caids of the Boulanas, the Djebalas, 
and the Andjerras decided to recognise the authority of Abd acl 
Krim and to take up arms immediately after their return to tueir 
followers.

American opinion favours a settlement on a rigidly business-basis. 

The Tacna-Arica Boundary Commission, comnosed of delegatcs 
representing Chile and Peru held its first formal meeting unier 
the wresidency of General PeDshing. 

The Nanish Govennment asked the Secretary-General of the 
League of Nations to put on the agenda of the coming Assembly a 
scheme providing for the creation of a Comuission of Conciliation, 
attacne? to the Permanent Court of International Justice. 


FRIDAY, AUGUST 7TH. 
The Report of the League of Nations Mosul Boundary Comuission 
was made public. It awards the vilayet to Turkey untii that Power 


renounces her rights, although it admits that the desire expressed 
by the pnonulation is more in favour of Iraq. 

The French suffered a reverse in Syria, where the rebel Druse 
tribes surrounded the outlying post of Sueda. 

There was some improvement in the western part of the Yrench 
front in *orocco. The Rifis were driven back frow the outskirts of 
Wezzane 

Herr Stresemann, German Foreign Minister, statcd that Gerrans 
who had remained in Poland beyond the period in which tiuey were 
due to return to Germany, had received orders to leave Poland 
within 48 hours. Similar measures were to be taken with Poles 
who were due to leave Gsrmeny. 

The Anglo-Dutch Arbitration Convention of 1905 was extended 
for a further period of 5 years, dating from July 12th of this 
year, with the proviso that the Court to which differ- 
ences shall be referred shall be the Permanent Court of International 


Justice. 


SPECIAL more: The reverse suffered by the French in Syria at the 
hands of the Druses is but a further result of the wholesale vromises 
of self-determination and political independence made by the Allies 
to the Arab communitics during the war. The Frenca have continually 
had to repress minor risings in this district. The outbreak began 
in almost parallel circumstances to those which characterised the 
opening of Atd-el-Krim's offensive in Morocco. The outlying fort- 
ified post of Sueia had been cut orf by the Druses for some time, 
though iittle attention had been given to it, until a more form-: 
idable rising occurred. This is the same fate as overtook the 
fortified post oy the Rifi frontier, and it seems surprising that 
the French high command should not have profited by tis former 


errog: of strategy.

1. Inter-Allied Debts. 


At last this alleirmmortant question has passed from the sphere 
of note-writing to that of direct conversation. The presence 
recently of french financial experts in London is a direct, though 
preliminary, step to the settlement of a problem which in itself 
has done more than anything else to cause dissention among the 
Allies, and their departure on July 3lst is but an incident in the 
negotiations. 

Nor is this financial activity confined to Franco and zritain. 
A French mission, possibly headed by that successful and versatile 
negotiatur, M. Franklin-Bouillon, wiil shortly visit America, while 
the ultimate discussions in this country will be ih the hands of M. 
Fleuriav, the French Ambassador. It is understood that M. Caillaux 
will visit both capitals when negotiations have begun, makin: the 
rough places smovuth. 

In connection with the American écbts, a curious position has 
arisen with regard to Belgiun. By Article 232 of the Treaty of 
Versailles, Zelgium's debts to the Allied and Associated Powers 
were canceiled. But as the United States never ratified the treaty, 
she now claims payment of the $345,000,000 debt contracted by 
Telgium during the wear. A funding mission including VM. Theunis 
and Cattier is now on its way to arrange for this. Czecho-Slovakia 
has followed this example. 

The tanzled international financial situation srising out of 
these international debts has its influence upon the political 
situation in Europe. Thys the United States is entirely a creditor 
nation; (at the present moment, the only countries beside Great 
Britain which are actually paying their debts are Finland, Lithuania 
and Hungary); for Great Britain, debts contracted and debts zranted 
roughly balance each other - if and when the latter are naid - 
France still looks hopelessly to her Russian debts to balance her 
obligations to Great Britain and to the United States, while worst 
off of all is Italy, still banking vainly on her share of reparations, 

about one-tenth of the whole, to aasist her in redeeming her seavy 
liabilities in other countries. 

Now that nearly seven years have passed since the close of the 
war, this problei of inter-allied indebtedness, s0 closely knit as 
it is with that of renarations, seems more capable of solution than 


vefore. 
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2e The Security Pact. 


T.o'1gh still by no means roseate, the future of the Security 
Pact say be said to be decidedly bri.hter. The German Note of 
reply wniich was made public on Wednesday, July 2end, was a docunent 
drafted and worded with very considerabie skill. The efrect 
produced in London and Paris was varied. The French considered 
it the first sign of a peace offensive on a grand scale, with the 
revision of the Treaty of Versailies as its ultimate objective; 
in tris country, through the speeches of the Prime Minister and 
Mr. Austen Chamberlain, it was received in a petter svirit. ( The 
British welcome wis declared by a section of the Paris press to 
show the anxiety of Great Britain to conclude a Security Pact 
which might at the same time form a western bloc aginst the 
advance of e¢omnunism). 

Txnese divergencies of opinion have now been reconciled through 
conversxtiscns in Paris between the Charge d'Affairos (in the absence 
of Lord Crewe) and M. Rriand, and the British Foreign Office is 
collaborating in the preparation of the French reply. 

The question of imnediate importance in the negotiations is 
Germany's entry into the League. Her Note claimed that, in view 
of her unarmed state, an excention should bea made in her case to 
Article 16, which places all members of the League autonetically 
ina state of war with a peace-breaking state, and requirg a right 
of way tirough territory for the forces of the League. The Yerman 
claim for exemnotion is based unon the precedent of Switzerland, 
whose entry into the League was tiade dependent upon the continua- 
tion of her guarantee of neutrality and immunity fror the vausage 
of armed forces throvgn ner territory. 

Tne cases are gcarcely parallel. Switzerland's neutraiity 
hag been guaranteed for more than a hundred years back, ever since 
the Congress of Vienna, while Germany has no such claim. Moreover, 
it is highly undesirable to continue a "nolicy of exceptions" which 
has already caused the League of Nations some embarrass3nent. It 
will be remembered that the idea oz an international nolice force 
to keep order during the taking of the plébiscite at Vilna in the 
Polish-Lithuanian dispute had to be abandoned owing to Switzerland's 
refusal to allow the force to pass through her territory. The 
inclusion of Gernany in this "neutral bloc" would virtually cut 
off the eastern European members of the League from any assistance 
from the west. 

In this and all subsequent cases, "one Covenant for all” 
should surely te the nolicy of the League. There is, however, 
every indication that this objection was raised by the German 
Government rather for home conswmption than as a fundamental 
principle of nolicy. It is becoring increasingly clesr to toth 
France and Gerizany that most of their outstanding differences of 
opinion woul& be more capable of solution with Germany inside the 


League or Nations. 
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Should the pending conference in Lundon between Me Briand 
and Mr. Chanberiain result in cemnlete accord of purnose, much would 
be gained by an unofficial meeting cf the Aliied and German Foreign 
“Ministers at Geneva during the coming Assembly, 

An additional factor in favour of the Pact is tie keen moral 
support of President Coolidge, who luokse v2 it to bring about the 
international arms conference he has himself so long (reamed of 
callin: together.

The main differences tetween the Rif terms as published by 
the "Quotidien" and those given by Abd-el-Krim to the "Times" 
correspondent are that in the latter all mention of recognition 
and guarantee by the League of Nations is omitted, and the claim 
to Tetuan and Lutaiche is abandoned in favour of a demand for 
25,000,000 nesetas.

Tne Secretary-General of the League of Nutions has been 
informed by the Persian Governnent of the creation at Geneva of 
a permanent Persian sécretariat to the League. Abdul Hassan Khan 
Hakim has been annointed Director of the secretariat. 


The Government of the Argentine Republic has informed the 
Secretary-General that it has accredited iM. Julian Enciso, First 
Secretary of Embassy, as its permanent Representative to the 
League of Nations. In the decree nominating Me. Enciso to tiis 
post, it is st«ted that this anpointrent has been made in view 
of the importence for the Argentine Foreign Ministry to obtain, 
through a diplomatic representative dealing exclusively with such 
questions, detailed and full information on all the activities 
of the League of Nations, its Secretariat and the International 
Labour Organisation. 


The Swiss Government has decided to sign the Opium Con- 
vention, which’ was drawn un at the League Conference in February. 
All the important Powers most closely concerned with the drug traffic, 
except tanec United States of America, have now signed. There is 
therefore a reasonable hope that the Convention will prove effective. 

Ali the Little Entente States, it is reported at YVeneva, have 
decided to be represented at the Sixth Assembly by their roreign 
Ministers. 

Signor Mussolini has informed the League of Nations that the 
Italian Government intends to found four scholarsxips to enable 
Italian students to attend the International University Federation's 
Septemrer course at Geneva. 

Under the guarantee of the League of Nations, a loan of 14 
millions sterling has been raised for the purpose of developing the 
docks, quays, harbours, etc. of Danzig. This is of particular 
interest to British business wen, as all British trade with Poland 
must pass through Danzig.
